| certain extent attained, It is the fact that thousands of 
men, having gone through their courses of drill, and acquired 
an adequate knowledge of their duties, have retired from active 
volunteering, but with a deliberate intention of rendering 
themselves available for the service of their country in 
time of need, Then, too, in most if not all the corps, the 
very desirable process of weeding out the mere layfigures 


| in uniforms has proceeded in the natural course of things ; 
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and thus the temporary retirement of good men, who would 
be fit for duty again in a fortnight if necessary, and the 
elimination of bad men, whom nobody ever wishes to sec in the 
volunteer ranks, even as mere food for powder, have tended to 
thin the moster-roll to a considerable extent, but without 
veal damage to the movement. As a whole, we believe 
the volunteer system to be sound at the root, and 
imperisbably imbedded in our national and our social system. 
Nevertheless, like all our institutions, its perfection is by 
BO means attained, it has difficulties to encounter and 
@an; ers to overcome ; and, as at this moment a bill is on its 
paesage through the House of Commons having for its object 
the amendment and consolidation of the laws relating to 
volunteers, a fitting occasion is afforded for a consideration of 
the subject in all its bearings. 

It seems to us that the main difficulty of the volunteer 
eystem is needless expense, and that the greatest danger comes 
from its officers. The willingness of the young men of England 


of all clagses to enrol themselves, and to be drilled and disciplined | 
for purposes of national defence, is as great as it was in the | 


earliest infancy of the movement. But, while they are willing 
to give time, stolen even from their natural rest, and moderate 
pecuniary subscriptions, for the attainment of this end, they 
are so pestered and bothered with expend.ture for parposes 
worse than useless, and they have been, and are, so snubbed, 
and thwarted, and kept down by officers selected on a plan 
which seems to have no principle but the promotion of vanity 
and inefficiency, that there seems almost no alternative but to 
dissolve the whole institution and remodel it on an entirely 
new basis. Take, for instance, the item of expense, Why is 
it that volunteer corps have been compelled to have recourse 
to balls and theatrical performances, and fancy fairs, and all 
kinds of modes by which charities are supported, to enable 
them to obtain means to meet their expenses’? It is, amongst 
other things, because fantastical commanding officers will have 
bends, which a.e got together with difficulty, which cost 
unreasonable sums of money, and are distinguished for their 
unmusical qualities, while a third of the amount spent upen 
them would provide well-trained drums and fifes and a supply of 
bugles quite adequate to their requirements, and music far more 
military and spirit-stirring. Then the men, in a measure, and 
the officers in a still greater degree, are wor.ied by changes in 
the dress, according to the fickle fancies of Colonels, One corps, 
within our knowledge, and which is nominally a working-man’s 
regiment, was dressed in a handsome as well as a serviceable 
aniform, including a simple cap on the pattern of the French 
kepi; but its ruling power must needs desire to substitute for 
it a bearskin cap, like those worn by the Guards—an infliction 
both on the purses and the heads of the men, In another 
corps the undress uniform of the officers (what do they want 
with undress at all?) was in the course of one year changed 
from a blue-braided frock to a shell-jacket, and back again to 
the frock, merely at the whim of the Lieutenant-Colonel, It is 
these and other equally unnecessary expenses which have 
brought the volunteers as suppliants to the War Office for 
pecuniary grants from the public fands—thus delivering them- 
selves over, bound hand and foot, to that department. 

But the greatest grievance and the greatest peril of the 
volunteer body lies in the existing system of officering the corps. 
We really do not profess to know on what princ'!ple the system 
is founded, norcan we explain the way in which the officers 
are appointed, but while the Dest men are unwilling to take 
the responsibility of becoming officers until they have learnt 
their duty in the ranks, others are found less conscientious, 
and thus ignorance and vanity rush in where zeal and ability 
fear to tread, The application of a little judicions toadyism 
in high quarters obtains the desired commission, and then the 
mischief begins, As a matter of course, the officer who enters 
acorps on equal terms with a private, so far as professional 
knowledge is concerned, has less opportunity of learning his 
duty than the rank and file, It often happens, therefore, 
that he has to command men who are better acquainted 
with their drill than he is, and he endeavours to conceal 
his incompetency by an assumption of the dignity of the 
officer over the private which, as between volunteers, is 
a simple absurdity, Just imagine, when corps are proceeding 
by railway for a field-day,a general order being issued that 
none but officers will be allowed to travel first-class, In fact, it 
is notorious that the officers, as a class, have been taking 
advantage of their factitious authority to play pranks which 
are modelled on the worst features of the oMicer system in the 
regular Army, and that, like all imitators, they have outstripped 
the originals in the wrong sense of the term, The matter has 
gone so far that volunteer officers, not content with treating 
the men, who are quite as good as themselves both in the eye of 
the law and of society, and in hundreds of cases much better, 
in the most contemptuous and exclusive manner, have aiwsumed 
a power of dismissal without trial or reason when any of 
the latter have dared to show the slightest symptom of 
independence, 





and at the disposal, of the commanding officer, who is the 
only judge of the test by which any enrolled member of a corps 
is to be entitled to the benefit of the grant. Then, a com- 
manding officer may discharge from the corps any voluateer 
for any breach of military duty, “or for other sufficient cause,” 
the existence and sufficiency of which are to be judged of by the 
commanding officer alone, from whose decision there will be no 
appeal, Again, a commanding officer may arrest and keep in 
custody for a given time any volunteer for what he may deem 
misconduct or disobedience of orders, not only when the 
volunteer is engaged in drill or military exercises, but while 
“wearing the clothing or accoutrements” of his corps—a 
tolerably extensive range of authority. Another provision lays 
down that when the volunteers make rules for the management 


unless and until the commanding officer of the corps “ thinks 
fit” to transmit them to the Lord Lieutenant of the county, 
which he may or may not do, according to his will and pleasure. 
We have cited these as specimens of the spirit in which the bil! 
is framed ; and we believe that if it is suffered to become law 


| it is calculated to strike a heavy blow at the very existence of 





the volunteer force. Of course, its objectionable nature has 
not passed unobserved, and means are being taken to oppose the 
more obnoxious of its provisions, 

It is understood that the present Secretary for War, Earl] 
De Grey and Ripon, while holding the second place in 
department, was mainly instrumental in obtaining such assist- 
ance from the Government as has been afforded to the volunteers. 
The zeal and ability with which he laboured to promote the 
organisation of the force are well known, It is to be hoped that, 
now that he has become supreme in authority, he will not permit 
any ill-judged interference with the constitution of the body 
which owes so much to his fostering care. It ismost desirable that 
he should understand that by the proposed bill the chief vice 
of the system will be strengthened, and the existing anomalies 
in the relation between officers and men not only perpetuated 
but enlarged. We should be glad to see the War Office making 
an attempt to put the officering of volunteers on a better footiug.

Before receiving commissions candidates should be compelled 
to prove their qualifications, and resort should be had to pro- 
moting efficient men from the ranks, a plan which, we believe, 
is as studiously eschewed in volunteer corps as it is in 


the regular Army. It is known that the establishment 
of volunteer corps in our universities, and the adoption 
of military training in our public schools have been found to 
turn out officers for the Army who have no need to learn the 
very rudiments of their profession after they join their regi- 
ments, Why should not officers of volunteers be chosen from 
the same sources, The cadet corps which are attached to most 
volunteer regiments also afford good training-schools for future 
officers, and might well be made available for the purpose. 
But, however it be effected, it is certain that the efficiency, 
the permanency, and the good feeling of volunteer corps—and 
indeed the very existence of the institution at large—depend 
on the establishment of a proper system of officering the reg!- 
ments,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 

The Emperor and Empress have left Paris for Fontainebleau. 

King Ferdinand of Portugal has arrived in Paris. He paid a visit 
on Sunday to the Emperor. The Prince of Orange is also in Paris, 
and has visited the Emperor. 

The elections have resulted in a complete defeat of ths Adminis- 
tration in Paris, where not a single Government candidate seems to. 
have been returned, though in one or two districts, in which no candidate 
obtained a legal majority, fresh elections will have to be held; and 
this in despite of the parting shot fired by M. de Persigny on the eve 
of the election battle, in the form of a circular to the prefeots, in 
which he denounced all the Opposition candidates as enemies to the 
empire, and warned the country against being duped by their 
manwuvres. M. Thiers, M. Jules Favre, M. Emile Ollivier, and other 
well-known independent candidates were returned by c nsiderabla 
majorities. The results in the departments were not all known when w. 
went to press; but it appears that at Marseilles and Lyons the Govern- 
ment has been defeated, the successful candidates at Lyons bzing M. 
Berryer, the Legitimist, and M. Marie, the Republican. But generally 
in the provinces the Government has had it all itsownway. Returns 
have been obtained of electi plished in 268 ciroumacriptions, and 
out of these there are 252 Governmont candidates chosen. Tne Vorsican 
returns and a few invalid elections remain to be dis of. The 
polling took place everywhere with the most perfect order. La France 
acknowledges that the Parisian ions are ptoms of public 
opinion which challenge the most serious attention of the Govera- 
ment.

The Government has agreed to take the International 
Fxhibition building off the hands of the Royal Commissioners and the con- 
tractors. It is estimated that £484,000 will be required for the purchase of 
the site and structure, and for carrying out various alterations, but for the 
present year it is only proposed to take a vote of £172,000. 


The flower show at the Botanic Gardens, Regent's Park, on 
Wednesday, was one of the most brilliant gatherings of this season. More than 
15,000 persons, including the dite of London society, were present, enjoying 
the attractions of the show, which were greatly heightened by the magnificent 
summer weather. The ezaleas were especially beautiful, and the roses were 
seen in perfection. 


The Duke of Cambridge presided, on Wednesday, at a meeting 
of the Society of Arts, Mr. Hawes read a paper on the results of the late 
International Exbibition, and, after some smart discussion, the Duke of 
Cawbridge delivered an address on the general subject of international exhi- 
bitione. He approved of them highly, but expressed his opinion that, in 
order to realise their highest results, they should not be held too frequently.

The twenty-fifth anniversary festival of the Royal Orthopedic Hospital 
was held on Thureday week at lreemasons’ Hall, under the presidency of 
Lienterant-General Sir James Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B. During the past year 
there bas been a considerable accession of funds, enabling the committee, after 
defraying all current expenses, to apply £1000 in reduction of the mortgage 
debt, which now amounts to only £5000, Efforts still further to reduce 


the mortgage debt are in now progress. It has been found necessary to raise an 
additional story over the building forming the entrance to the hospital from 
Oxford-treet. With the additional outlay consequent on the alterations, the 
expenece for the lost year were £2734, the receipts being £3851, The namber

The favourable impressicn Mr. Hodgson’s picture on 
“the line” at the Academy, ‘‘ The First Sight of the Sonate * 
duces would not have been increased his “‘ Escape of the 
acobite’’ here been exhibited also, And (although two or three of 
their works are shamefully hung) Mr. H. Moore, Mr. J. G. Nais 
Mr. J. B. Bedford—-whose Sarah, in his picture of ‘‘Ishm 
Mocking,”’ is a sufficient ex tion of its rejection—Mr. W. 
Davis, and Mr. W. Ascroft, all exhibitors here, have each and all 
pictures in the Academy. When .these are deducted from the 
catalogue of the rejected there remain eight paintings and one 
drawing, by seven artists! to say, none of our contem- 
poraries have noticed these facte, and hence have, we think, to 
a certain extent, attacked the Academy unfairly. Nearly all the 
artists we have named would, in our opinion, have shown more 
discretion—not to say modesty—had sent their works to some 
one of many galleries which would have given them a ready 
admission, though without conferring upon them the questionable 
distinction of not having commanded elsewhere. All but a few 
of our greatest artists should, we think, be content with one picture 
in the Royal Academy. We would wish to see our chief annual 
exhibition as celect, and yet as widely representative, as possible; we 
would wish to see the greatest =~ and diversity of good work 
therein illustrated ; but we would not have it turned into a mart for 
the sale of as many pictures as any artist might think fit to send. 

The painters who have had the Academy closed to them altogether 
this year engage yom much more deeply. The best works 
by these are two landscapes by Mr. Bunney ; “‘ His first Scrape,”’ 
by Mr. Croeby, a trivial subject, but containing much careful paint- 
ing; and two more im t works—‘‘Golgotha—‘ Where they 
crucified Him,’’’ by Mr. P. R. Morris, and ‘‘An Allegory,’”’ by Mr.

IVORY SCULPTURES. 
ONk of the most inetructive collections of ivory sculptures ever brought 
together in this country now forms a “ special exhibition” at the rooms of the 
Archeological Institute, 26, Suffolk-street, Pall-mall. The collection has been 
formed with the view of being as representative as possible of the historical 
hases of this moet important branch of plastic art, and also of exemplifying 
ts characteristics in various countries. The historical comprehensiveness 
of this collection is much greater than that of the Loan Collection at the 
Mureum of Science and Art last year, chiefly because it contains, in additien 
to the valuable sculptures of Mr. Webb, the collectioa of Mr. Mayer, of 
Liverpool, and many other works that were not exhibited at South Kea- 
sington, which are entirely new to the public, or have not been generally 
visible since the Exhibition of Art Treasures at Manchester in 1857. Ths 
importance of historical ivory eculptures arises fiom the fact that no other 


| branch of art— not even missals or moseics—affords us in an equal degres a 


knowledge of the styles of successive epochs of late Roman and medieval art, 
especially there included between the fourth and thirteenth centuries. In 
ivories of these periods Mr. Mayer's collection is especially rich. The chief 
importance of his collection is due to the number of diptyohs of the late 
Romen, Byzantine, Farly Western, and Italian periods which it contains. 
Mr. Webb, for instance, exhibits only one consular diptych; but in Mr. 
Mayer's cases there are eight of these rare valuable iveries, 
some of which are included in the series of casts from historical 
ivories published by the Arundel Society. These conslar diptychs 
were all, or nearly all, derived from the famous collection formei by the 
Hungarian, M. Fejervary, and brought to this country by M. Pulsky. Afvar 
Mr. Mayer, Mr. Webb is the principal contributor of aatique and medieval 
ivory to this «xbibition ; but we need not allude further to a collection se 
recently exhibited. Mr. Birch contributes a case of antique sculptures ; a very 
fire medallion portrait, in high relief, of Sir Isaac Newton, remarkable as one 
of the — few ivories known to have been sculptured by Grinling Gibbons ; 
a beautifully modelled Flora and a Cupid of the sixteenth century ; and avery 
fine group of Adam and Eve. The styles of the Renaissance and later periods 
are ijlusetrated in a large number of statuettes, tankards, medallions, ts, 
horns, oliphants, rappoirs or snuff-raspers (the origin of the word “ rappee™), 
knife and fork handles, spoons, powder-fiasks, &c. The delicate carvings of 
India, the vigorous grotesques of Japan, and the rigid conventionalisms of the 
modern Greek artists of Mount Athos, are also represented. Among the latte: 
should be noticed a most elaborate and minute carving, presented, we believe, 
to Mr. Giadstone, when Chief Commissioner to the Ionian Islands. We mast 
also mention particularly a ewer and basin covered with plaques in high 
relief of hunting subjects, most admirably designed and sculptured, the coutei- 
bution of Mr. Beresford Hope ; and a sleeping child by Fiammingo, which is 
the most exquisite work of art in the room. 


THE LUNAR ECLIPSE. 

THE lonar eclipre which ocourred on Monday evening last was beautifully 
seen in the metropolis. Although not so exciting or interesting an incident at 
a total solar cclipsee—the one producing some five minutes’ darkness during the 
Cay, when the contrast is very endden, and the other an hour's darkaces 
during the night—yet the recent event was observed with great pleasure by 
numbers in the streets and on the britges. Daring the whole of the colipse 
the sky was splendidly clear, although in the earlicr part of the evening it 
koked somewhat threatening. The moon rose, however, round as a shield 
(teirg full at 11h. 30m. p.m.) Had the eclipse commenced a few minutes 
earlier, we should have bad a recurrence of that which occurred in the lunar 
eclipses of 1666 (June 16) and 1668 (May 26), when the moon rose eclipsed 
whilst the sun was stil] above the horizon. 

In eclipses of the moon the perticulars to be observed have reference to ite 
eppearance and colour when it bas fully entered into the shadow of the earth, 
in addition to noting the times at which the umbra comes in contact with the 
edges and different mountains, which gives a ready method of determining 
kngitudes, It has been frequently stated that when the moon is most distant 
fiom the earth during an eclipse the light from it is mach more brilliant thaa 
when it is in perigee. Such was found to be the case on the present occasion, 
the moon becoming exceedingly dim as the time of fota! eclipse approached, 
althongh not altogether obliterated. This last ocourrence is very rare; it is 
recorded in two instances—viz.,on April 25, 1642, when it disappeared entirely ; 
end again on June 10, 1816, when no traces of the ecli 
at London or Dresden.

The 
rays of sunlight which pass through the lower parts of the earth's atmosphere 
always arsume a red tint (as might be seen by the aspect of the san on the 
ovening of June 1); and when a comparatively faint white light is placed 
beside such a ruddy tint, it appears, from contrast, of a blue colour. 
It has been remarked on several occasions that the ruddy colour is not uaiform 
over the lunar disc, when eclipsed, but this is explained by the different sta-es 
of the earth's atmosphere throngh which the solar light is refracted before 


arriving at the moon.

However 
this may be, the fact is that he did not appear until Monday, and 
with him the Whig section of the Cabinet was absent, so that Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Milner Gibson reigned supreme. There was an | 
assumption of timidity and a nogation of the responsibility in the 
absence of his noble friend by Mr. Gladstone which were almost 
amusing, because everybody knows that the one thing in whioh he 
believes as his culminating crush of Mr. Disraeli is his promotion | 
to the leadership of the House.

“LE RELIQUAIRE,” 

Tue beautiful drawing we have engraved has already been criticised 
in our notice of the Exhibition of the Society of Painters in Water 
Colours as one of the most admirable works we have seen by Mr. 
Walter Goodall. The subject of the drawing was, we understand, 
suggested to the artist during a tour in Brittany, and the exact 
locale where the painter witnessed this incident was an old ruinous 
chateau near Quimper, now inhabited by a poorer class of farmers. 
The isolated situation of Brittany, the difference of climate, and the 
total diversity of the Breton language of its western districts, have 
kept the province and its inhabitants remarkably free from that cen- 
tralising despotism in manners and costume established in all capitals, 
and cially that of France. Brittany is in outward aspect much 
what it was centuries ago, although more poverty-stricken, and with 
little scope left for its ancient martial spirit. The peasantry are 
almost as wild as their country, exceedingly quaint in their costumes, 
and preserve an unbounded faith in old legions and superstitions.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


INDIAN QUININE has at length been produced, through the 
able exertions of Mr. Clements Markham, now of the India Office, as ed 
in his interesting travels in Peru and India. Specimens of bark grown in 
India of only two years’ growth have been analysed, and found to contain very 
white crystals of sulphate of quinine and other febrifage alkaloids in as large 
& proportion as the barks from South America. This fact isof immense social 
importance to Europe, as the scarcity of quinine is daily becoming more 
severely felt. It will also undoubtedly give an impulse to the planting of the 

ona trees in India, and thereby tend greatly to promote the prosperity of 
that part of the British «empire. 


THe Human Jaw or ABBEVILLE.—To determine the 
authenticity of this relic, a commission of English and French savans, pre- 
sided over by M. Milne-Edwards, the eminent zoologist, met at Paris on the 
9th inst. At the close of their meeting on the llth nothing had occurred to 
shake the doubts of the Englishmen present—Drs. Carpenter and Falconer 
and Mr. Busk—as to the antiquity of the jaw, and even of the stone 
haches, while the French savans retained an opposite opini d 
with the proposal of M, Milne-Edwards, the party visited Abbeville in the 
course of the day, sixteen workmen employed. Five flint Adches were 
feund in situ, under circumstances which made it impossible to doubt the 
authenticity of their natural position in the cliff. This changed the whole 
aspect of the case. The evidence ns the occurrence of the jaw in the 





regoing 
the 2ist ult. He states that he signed the following memorandum :—“ I am of 
of opinion that the finding of the human jaw at Moulin Quignon is authentic ; 
but that the characters which it presents, taken in connection with the con- 
ditions under which it lay, are not consistent with the said jaw being of any 
very great antiquity.” Mr. Busk gave in to the commission a memorandum 
of a similar tenor ; and Dr. Carpenter, it issaid, has come to doubt his original 
belief in the authenticity of the jaw. The intercourse between the English 
and French savans was of the most friendly character.——At a recent meeting 
of the French Academy, after M. Milne-Edwards had reported the agreement 
of the English and French savans, M. Elie de Beaumont expressed his con- 
viction that the soil in which the above-mentioned jaw had been found was 
not diluvial, but simply terrains meubles, earth formed by the floods of rivers 
due to extraordinary storms. The jaw found at Abbeville, he says, is not that 
of an antediluvian or fossil] man, but rather that of a man whe lived during 
the stone age, and not long before the historical period. In reply to some 
remarks from M. Quatrefages, M. De Beaumont stated that he saw no difficulty 
in attributing to the jaw in question an antiquity of between three and four 
thousand years. At another meeting of the Academy a note was read from 
M. Pruner-Bey on this subject, who gives the following opinions :—*1. The 
jaw from Moulin-Quignon belonged to a brachycephalous individual, of small 
size, of the stone age. 2. We can follow the presence of this race through 
divers successive ages ; and, finally, 3, It bas left its recognisable descendants 
among the existing natives of the north of Europe, following the western edge 
of our continent as far as Sicily.” We thus see that we have much to learn 
on the zoological and archmological character of this interesting fragment of

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 
PROFESSOR ANSTED’S seventh lecture, given on Thursday, May 28, was 
devoted to the consideration of the Results of the Study of Paleontology on 
the Progress of Geology—Fossil Animals and Plants being defined as indi- 
cations of life in former periods of the Earth's history. Fossils were long 
neglected, which was a natural consequence of deficient knowledge of the 
nature of the crust of the earth in which they were found. By a series of 
diagrams it was pointed out that the examination of different formations has 
disclosed the existence in past times of a fauna or a flora peculiar to them in 
like manner as the animal and vegetable life of different countries at the 
present time is in conformity with their climate, soil, &c. Life is always | 
found where the circumstances fitted for its maintenance occur, and life and | 
inorganic nature are everywhere mutually adapted to each other and react on | 
each other; hence the existing harmony between living and dead matters. 
Life is also everywhere affected by change, and is increased, diminished, or 
modified by the circumstances which surround it. The application of these 
principles in Paleontology, therefore, has had great influence in the classification 
of rocks, since a high degree of knowledge is required for an adequate com- 
parison and determination of the nature of the life found in different strata, 
whether chalk, limestone, clay, &c. Professor Ansted especially considered 
the nature of fossil vegetation, and the evidence given of distinct 
periods in thet geologic history of our own country when the plants were 
chiefly—1, Ferns; 2, the Cactus tribe; and, 3, Palms ; showing that there must 
have been very great changes in the climate, &c. He iso deseribed the probable 
phenomena which led to the formation of coal. The latter part of the lecture 
was devoted to the consideration of the use and meaning of animal remains in 
regard to geology, beginning with shells, and the laws of their distribution in 
space and time. 
PROFESSOR MAX MULLER gave the Friday evening discourse, on May 29, 
on “ The Vedas, the Sacred Books of the Brahmins.” He began by placing 
before his audience four volumes of his edition of the “ Rig-Veda” (to be com- 
pleted in six volumes), which he commenced twenty years ago, in consequence 
of the wish of the late Eugene Burnouf, Sanscrit professor at the College of 
France, and stating that, after collecting materials from the public libraries 
of Germany, France, and England, he had been enabled to publish it, first 
farongh the liberality of the East India Company, and since by that of the 
British Government, which patronage he had obtained through the kind 
exertions of Baron Bunsen, the late Prussian Ambassador. These volumes 
will comprise the original text, the hymns, the probable date of which
